duced tending to show that Ohio's 
taxation can be made fair and equita- 
ble with proper administration of a 
modernized system of tax laws; a

made for exemption of

tion; suggestions were put forth that 
provisions be drafted under which 
Incomes 
and 
inheritances may be 


taxed equitably and by which a pro- 
duction tax may be levied on miner- 
als; and a detailed explanation ,of 
his 
plan for abolishing the direct 


state levies for school and universi- 
ties was made by Chairman H. M. 
Dittey of the state tax commission 
In his address, before the taxation 
committee of the constitutional con 
ventlon. 


Judge Dittoy cited instances from 


other states to show that where clas- 
sification was authorized or where 
tho legislature was left free to act, 
no better results had been accom- 
plished than in Ohio. 


Judge 
Dittey suggested that at- 


tempts be made In good faith to car- 
ry the present uniform tax rule into 
effect. Me referred to the "failure of 
the legislature to enact proper legis- 
lation and an unwillingness on the 
part of the oltlclals to perform their 
duties" in the past. 


Could Ur.e Other Funds. 


.ludgo 
Dittey branded the direct 


state" levy as illogical, unscientific 
and unfair. 
Me argued that the abo- 


lition of the direct levy for schools 
and abolition of the apportionment of 
the funds so raised back to the vari- 
our. .school districts would affect in 
no wise weak school districts, which 
might be cared for out of other of 
tho Rtni'c'8 revenues. 


Continuing, he said: "There can be 


little doubt of the right of the state
